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AUTO SCORCHERS 
MUST GO AFOOT. 


Nearly 100 to Be Called to See 
the Mayor in the City Hall 
and Some of Their Li- 
censes Revoked. 


POLICE HAVE EVIDENCE. 


Some Boulevards and Streets Are 


Turned Into Speedways and 
Are Unsafe for Pedestri- 
ans in Crossing. 


Automobile drivers, who have looked upon 
the ten mile an hour speed limit fixed for 
Chicago by the city council as a joke, will 
be brought up with a sharp turn this week. 
Revocations of licenses in large nunsbers 
are predicted by Chief Collins as the result 
of a quiet investigation ordered by Mayor 
Dunne, the findings of which will be sub- 
mitted to the mayor today. The mania for 
fast driving must be cured, says the chief. 

Before Thursday evening more than 100 
automobile operators, including professional 
chauffeurs and wealthy owners of machines, 
will be ordered to appear in the mayor's 
office and show cause why the licenses should 
not be revoked. 

Shows Willful Violations. 

The chief of police and his six subordinates 
who gathered the evidence will be present. 
The reports in scores of cases will show that 
the speed ordinance was wilfully violated, 
and that pedestrians, street car passengers, 
and the occupants of vehicles were placed in 
jeopardy through the reckless handling of 
the machines by their owners and drivers. 

The revocation of licenses in the more 
flagrant cases is expected by the chief of 
police, and the issuance of a warning in- 
tended to reduce the speed of the machines 
to a normal limit is promised. Its enforce- 
ment then will become the duty of every 
patrolman in the city, and the cobperation 
of the corporation counsel and the law de- 
partment will be asked by Chief Collins. 


Many Letters of Complaint. 

While the chief is silent as to the causes 
that have inaugurated the crusade it is 
known that many Setters received by the 
mayor relevant to the reckless conduct of 
the chauffeurs have been turned over to 
Collins for investigation. 

Among the many written complaints spe- 
cific cases of mismanagement of the ma- 
chines are cited and the names of several 
responsible residents of the boulevards, 
north, west, and south, themselves the own- 
ers of numerovs automobiles, have been 
signed to the protests. The danger to pe- 
destrians and children on the Lake Shore 
drive and Washington boulevard from 
“scorching ’"’ chauffeurs who had come to 


regard the. boulevard as a speedway was. 


dwelt upon in many letters. 

In residence streets that are asphalited, 
while not under the supervision and guar- 
dianship of the park boards, the nuisance 
has become a serious one, The absence of 
the mounted policemen of the park service 
and the infrequent appearance of city pa- 
trolmen have converted many of the streets 
into speedways for the chauffeurs in which 
the lives of the residents and of pedestrians 
are given little consideration. Rush and 
Cass streets on the north side have become 
favorite highways for the “‘ scorchers,"’ who 
attain a speed limit little short of the racing 
machines of their professional rivals. 


Suburban “Timing” Plans Used. 


Every section of the town has been visited 
by the detectives, who adopted many of the 
“timing "’ arrangements in vogue among the 
police in suburbs along the north shore. The 
names of the men engaged in collecting the 
svidence were not given out by the police 
chief, who intimated, however, that entire 
credence was placed in their papers by him- 
self and Mayor Dunne. 

Specific instructions touching on the reck- 
‘essness of the automobilists in approaching 
street crossings, in passing street cars from 


which passengers were about to alight, and | 


in lighting their lamps, were given to the 
men, and their reports will bear more upon 
those matters than upon a Slight excess of 
the speed limit. Some of the fatal accidents 
that have attended the handling of the ma- 
chines recently are declared to have been 
caused by ignorance of the ordinances. 
Speeding on the wrong side of the street, 
rounding wagons or street cars at sharp 
speed, and starting up at almost full speed 
without the sounding of horns or bells are 
given in police reports as the cause of many 


accidents. 


Becoming a Nuisance and a Peril. 


“The automobiles of Chicago are becom- 
ing a great nuisance and a danger to life,”’ 
Chief Collins declared last night. 

“ It is almost impossible for a man, woman, 
or child to pass a street corner in safety any 
longer. The mayor has signified his willing- 
ness to revoke all licenses of those who go 
beyond the legal speed limit. Why, the con- 
ditions on the boulevards on Saturdays and 
Sundays have become intolerable. You have 
to have eyes in the back of your head to pre- 
vent being killed. Some of the automobile 
owners themselves have protested because 
they fear their own children may be killed. 

‘“ As a matter of fact, the automobiles of 
Chicago run wild on the public streets. They 
fly along at the rate of twenty miles an hour. 
and the people can’t get out of the way. 

“I think the evidence we have secured is 
conclusive that some of these drivers should 
be. given a chance to view the automobile 
procession from the sidewalk. 


Only an Airship Is Safe. 

“The Lake Shore drive and Rush street 
have become places that only Knabenshue 
can cross safely, and if his machine ever went 
back on him they'd grind him and it into the 
same kind of pulp astherest of us. Thecon- 
duct of these men-on other streets, too, in 
speeding past moving cars and dashing 
across crowded crossings at full speed makes 
it miraculous that a dozen fatal accidents 


“The smoothness of the stréet and the 
absence of jar probably deceives some drivers 
who, In the absence of speed indicators, do 
not realize how rapidly they are moving, but 
that does not excuse them. This is the last 
week of the automobile scorcher in Chicago."’ 

Copies of the revised city code governing 
the care and handling of machines probably 
will be sent to each police station after the 
decision of the mayor, and the enforcement of 
the law will be ordered by each official in 
command.

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CITY POLICE ARE EX-CONVICTS 


Philadelphia Councils Committee 
Foreed to Hear Facts. 


BOMB BY BLUECOATS’ CHIEF. 


Swears Old Gang Leaders Ordered 
‘*Hands Off’’ Election Repeaters. 


Philadeiphia, Pa., Oct. 17.—[Spccial.}]-—-The 
committee of the city councils which, under 


' guise of investigating municipal ffairs, is 


trying to put Mayor Weaver “in @ hole,’ 
today fell into a pit it had digged for the 


object of its wrath. 

Superintendent of Police Taylor was on 
the stand. He was asked a number Of ques- 
tions tending to show that the police force 
at present is permeated with politics. He 
became angry and blurted out that if the 
committee wanted to know the whole truth 
about the police business he could tell them 
how Director Smythe [a gang member of 
the board removed by Weaver] had told 
him not to molest repeaters on election 
days and how, under orders from gangsters, 
he had to take from the rogues’ gallery the 
photographs of men who were om tne police 


force. 
Ex-Convicts “Protect” Property. 

In vain the chairman tried to check him 
and threatened to eject him, but Supt. Taylor 
kept right on. 

One of the attorneys said the committee 
did not want to know anything about that, 
but wanted to know how the homes of title 
people were protected. 

“T'll tell you,’’ shouted the witness. “ By 
men who have spent three and four years in 
the penitentiary, and whose pictures were 
taken from the rogues’ gallery by Director 
Smythe.’”’ 

Taylor was quizzed about a political club, 
largely composed of policemen, of which he 
is president. 

“Ts it true that you are president of this 
club?” asked A. 8. L. Shields, counsel for the 
Work committee. 

“It is,” replied Taylor, calmly, “and I 
have been from the start. I was made so at 
the suggestion of former Director of Public 
Safety David Smythe.*’ 

The answer was just what Mr. Shields did 
not want, for Smythe is a prominent organi- 
gation man, and when Mayor Weaver forced 
him to resign there was a how! of indignation 
from the gang henchmen. 

Taylor taunted Shields with asking ques- 
tions on subjects in which the public was not 
interested, and a lively row ensued, the police 
superintendent having much the best of it. 


Mayor Weaver Demands Rights. 

Every effort was made to keep “ undesir- 
ables’’ from attending the meeting. All 
doors and windows were kept closed. 

The meeting was called for$8 o'clock. Prior 
to that time Mayor Weaver sent a letter by 
messenger to the committee, asking permis- 
sion for himself and his directors to be pres- 
ent for the purpose of hearing what may take 
place and to give the committee such aidas he 
could. The mayor in his letter said: 

“I am extremely anxious that every act 
of wrongdoing committed by any person in 
any way connected with the administration 
may be fully and impartially disclosed. I do 
not see how this can be done under the rules 
you have adopted, excluding the responsible 
heade of the departments as well ae myself. 
I have noted that the counsel whom you have 
retained are the counsel for certain officials 
and contractors now under criminal charges 


and indictments for frauds upon the city, or 


| inculpated In such frauds. It seems to me 
that it is impossible for these counsel to 
occupy the dual relationship of representing 
at the same time those now under formal 
criminal accusations [whose acts, I presume, 
you will also investigate] in the courts of 
justice, and impartially aiding you in an !n- 
vestigation touching the integrity of the 


municipal administration.’ 


Order the Mayor Out. 

The committee did not make a reply, and 
on the minute of 8 o’clock Mayor Weaver, 
accompanied by Col. Sheldon Potter, director 
of public safety; A. Lincoln Acker, director 
of public works, and F. J. Shoyer, director 
of the department of supplies, walked into 
the committee room before the committee 
had assembled. 

A few minutes later the sergeant at arms 
informed the mayor that inasmuch as only 
witnesses and newspaper men would be ad- 
mitted to the room, he and the directors 
would have toretire. Mr. Weaver asked the 
sergeant to notify the committee that the 
mayor of Philadelphia and three of his direc- 
tors desired to remain during the hearing. 

Then Chairman Work appeared and noti- 
fled the mayor that the committee would net 
change its rules, and that he and the direc- 
tors must leave the room. 

The mayor drew himself up to his full 
height and wanted to know if the commit- 
tee meant to convey io him that neither he 
nor his directors could be present While the 
departments were under investigation, and 
that they could not defend themselves 
against the testimony of discharged em- 
ployés. Mr. Work’s only reply was that the 
committee intended to abide by its rules, and 
that if the mayor or his directors were 
wanted they would be sent for. The mayor 
and Director Potter again and again tried 
to get a more definite answer without result. 
Mr. Work without further answer left the 
room, and a moment later the mayor and his 
directors filed out. There was a large crowd 
in the corridor, but no demonstration was 
made. 

A new feature in political campaigning in 
Philadelphia was the appointment today by 
William T. Tilden, chairman of the city 


party campaign committee, of twenty-nine 
women, wives of prominent men of the city, 
to take an active part in the present political 
battle. They will make a special effort to 
get out the stay at home voters. 


NEW PROBLEM FOR PRESIDENT. 


Philadelphia Club Women to Ask Roose- 
velt to Suggest Remedy for De- 
serting Husbands. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Oct. 17.—[{Special.]— 
Because of his stand against race suicide 
President R.osevelt will be asked by the 
Woman's club of Philadeiphia to suggest 
a remedy for the increasing number of run- 
away husbands. The women believe thetwo 
problems should be considered together. 

The mater was brought up at a meeting of 
the club by Dr. Rachel Skidelsky, who said 
the increasing number of husbands deserting 
their wives was a proper subject for alarm. 

“We ought to send in an appeal to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt.”’ Dr. Skidelsky said. “ He 
is the one who wants the family enlarged, 
and he ie the one who ought to advise the 
association how to keep husbands at home. 


FALLS 105 FEET: IS UNHURT. 


John Dorsey Drops from Elevator 
Into Calumet River—His Second 
Escape of the Sort. 


John Dorsey, One Hundred and BHighth 
street and Hoxie avenue, South Chicago, fell 
yesterday from the top of the Irondale ele- 
vator 105 feet to the Calumet river. Aside 
from the wetting, Dorsey said he suffered 
no ill effects from his fall. A few weeks ago, 
when Dorsey was painting a chir ney, the 
platform on which he was standing broke 


and he fell fifty feet but escaped uninjured. 


FIGHT THE OLD AGE LIMIT. 


League Formed to Seek Protection 
by National Legislation. 


WILL APPEAL TO CONGRESS. 


Revolt Against Ban Excluding Men 
Above 45 from Employment. 


With the object of removing the ban upon 
wage workers by the “ cruel and unnatural 
age limit” and assisting them in securing em- 
ployment, an Anti-Age Limit league gom- 
pleted and announced its organization yes- 
terday in Chicago. Efforts will be made 
to remove age barriers by congressional 
enactment. 

The league opened offices in room 1312 
Republic building. It is described as an as- 
dociation of veterans of the civil and Spanish 
American wars and other citizens who have 
reached the proscribed age limit of 45 years, 
Temporary headquarters were also opened 
in the Palmer house eclubroom. 

James F. Downey is president of the league 
and Benjamin Giroux, who wasa captain of 
sharpshooters during the civil war and .-a 
member of the Old Chicago Light Guard, is 
the secretary and treasurer. 

They feel that their age of usefulness by 
no means has been reached, and they do not 
desire discouragement thus to be placed in 
the path of their lives. 


Objects of the League Stated. 

A circular describing the objects of the 
league says: 

“ Of all the obstructions to a man’s right 
to earn a living the ban put upon labor by 
the 45 year age limit is the cruelest, most 
obnoxious, and most absurd. The main pur- 
pose of this league will be the removal and 
permanent banishment of that ban by such 
means as will be found most effective and 
permanent. 

“The Goors of the league are open to all 
honest and industrious and reputable men, 
especially those who have passed the pro- 
scribed age limit of 45 years. It will lead 
the fight against age ostracism by congres- 
sional enactment, and seek the creation of 
a wholesome sentiment among such em- 
ployers who have not altogether forgotten 
that true happiness is found most surely in 
honest labor.”’ 


Promises of Strong Support. 

“The 45 year age limit,’ said Secretary 
Giroux yesterday, “is a result of the army 
and navy placing a limit on the age of en- 
listment.

President McCurdy said it might be im- 
pertinent in him to suggest such a thing,

Mr. McCurdy said that he had not had time 
to think it over; that Mr. Hughes really did 
not appreciate the great interruption in his 
time and the consecutiveness of his thoughts, 
that.the matters of this investigation occa- 
sioned. 

Hasn’t Time to Think. 


He made it a rule never to take any business 
matters home with him. He thought about 
them on the ferry boat, on the way over to 
Jersey.

A Real Live News Bureau. 


All these payments were charged to legal 
expenses. Mr. McCurdy said im reply to 
questions that Howard was formerly a 
writer for the press and >is still, and he 
thought that the amounts had been entered 
into the legal account through inadvertence. 
The payment made to Howard in May was 
according to the voucher repayable on de- 
mand. Mr. Hughes wanted the witness to 
explain what that meant. 

““He conducts. a literary bureau and his 
office, so to speak, is like a public office in 
the American Tract society building. We 
have employed him for a number of years,”’ 
said the witness. 

Mr. McCurdy thought that the latter pay- 
ment of $2,500 might have been made as an 
advance on future bills. Mr. Hughes called 
Mr. McCurdy’s attention to the fact that the 
voucher was approved by the president of 
the company personally, and wanted to know 
whether the payment was not really an ac- 
commodation to Howard. q 

“No, I do not think you can call it an 
accommodation,” said the witness. ‘‘ It wis 
an advance on future work.”

Agent Lived in Albany. 


When Mr. Hughes Inquired of Mr. Mc- 
Curdy whether he didn't know that Fields 
had a house tn Albany, Mr. McCurdy re- 
plied: “I have heard two or three years ago 
what I subsequently was informed was an 
exaggerated account that Mr. Fields had a 
house in Albany. I inquired into it, and I 
was told that Mr. Fields’ health was not 
good, and that in order to avoid the ex- 
posure to his health and the excitement of 
living at a hotel he and some three or four 
other men got together and hired a house for 
the season and paid $800 for it, and divided 
the expenses between them.” 

Mr. McCurdy couldn't say how much of 
the time Fields’ business demanded his pres- 
ence in Albany. He declared that it was 
absolutely necessary for the insurance com- 
panies to hawe persons who would watch 
legislatioh for them. Mr. McCurdy couldn’t 
recollect that he had ever been called upon 
by anybody to ascertain whether Fields was 
using the Mutual’s money legitimately or Il- 
legitimately. 

At.the opening of the afternoon session 
Mr. McCurdy sald that he had not yet ascer- 
tained where Fields was stopping. He did 
not know that the Mutual had ever paid any 
money to,Andrew Hamilton, the New York 
Life’s chief legislative agent. Mr.. Hughes 
into the evidence vouchers showing 
that $22,377 of the Mutual's money had 
gone to Hamilton since 1901. One or two of 
these vouchers contained memoranda which 
showed that the moneys had been uséd in ad-

SENATOR WINS HIS FIGHT 


Bulkley Declares Committee Can 
‘See No Hope in Govern- 
ment Aid. 


New York, Oct. 17.—-Aftera vigorous debate 
the question of supervision was dis- 
posed of finally at the extra evening session 
of the convention of the board of casualty 
and surety underwriters, by accepting the 
report of the committee on federal supervis- 
ion, which reported adversely against na- 
tional legislation. 

Several other resolutions were adopted, the 
most important being.the provision for the 
adoption of *ew insurance laws for the Dis- 
trict of Columbia that could be taken as model 
laws for the states at large. 

The necessity for legislation regulating 
casualty insurance as. well.as life insurance 
companies was laid before the convention by 
John T. Stone of Baltimore, Md. ‘Mr. Stone 
presided. He said: 

** While the public has more or less know!l- 
édge of life insurance, comparatively few 
know anything about casualty and surety 
insurance, and the result is the passage of 
inequitable and inappropriate laws. Some 
times they are defective, but more often the 
law making powers pass these obnoxious 
measures.”’ 


Report Read on Federal Control. 


United States Senator Morgan G. Bulkeley, 
president of the Avtna Life Insurance com- 
pany of Hartford, presented the report of the 
committee on federal supervision. The re- 
port says in part: 

“ Regulation of the business of insurance 

by the federal government, which would in- 

clude the right to an ineurance company to 
transact business In the several states, re- 
gardiess of the laws and departmental re- 
quirements other than those which grant 
corporate life, would be desirable. To secure 
such exclusive supervision and regulation 
would justify and demand persistent and un- 
tiring effort. 

“In the present state of the question. 
however much we approve the idea, we can- 
not recommend that any steps be taken by 
this board to secure federal regulation. How- 
ever, there is room for improvement in state 
regulation.” 


Time for Change, Says Supplee. 


Col. J. Frank Supplee, vice president of the 
United States Fidelity and Guaranty com- 
pany of Baltimore, led the forces in favor of 
underwriters going on record as indorsing 
federal supervision. Col. Supplee said in

‘Tt Is time, I say, for federal supervision 
when one state can telegraph—not stop to 
write.

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POSTOFFICE SCANDAL MAY BE DU- 

Assistant Postmaster General Robb 
“Arrives in the Indiana Town and 
Starts an Investigation That May 
Involve Some of the Best Known 
Men in the State—Inquiry Will Not 
Stop with Present Case, All Large 
Postofiices to Be Examined. 


Goshen, Ind., Oct, 17.—[Special.]—Goshen’'s 
postoffice scandal, growing out of forced 
contributions to campaign funds by the em- 
ployés, may prove more far reaching than 
the most bitter enemy of Postmaster C. D. 
Sherwin had hoped. The postmaster has been 
under fire now for eight weeks, and the result 
of the investigation promises to bring into 
the scandal some of the best known and most 
highly respected men in Indiana: 


. Investigation to Be Thorough. 

That the investigation is not for “ white. 
washing” purposes was shown today with 
the arrival of Assistant Postmaster. General 
Robb of Washington, D. C,, and United 
States District Attorney Joseph Kealing of 
Indianapoliss Within an hour after reach- 
ing the city the two officials began holding a 
secret inquiry. All the clerks employed at 
the Goshen postoffice have been ordered to 
appear and testify. . 

Judging from hints dropped by persons who 
are closely following the case, President 
Roosevelt does not intend to stop with the 
Goshen inquiry, but will extend the investiga- 
(ion throughout Indiana, especially in the 
cities over which political storms have been 
centered. While the names of the cities have 
not been given out, it is understood that not 
one of the large cities will escape. 


Other Revelations to Come? 

It is reported at Goshen that there is much 
matter in the investigation that has: not 
been given to the public. According to state- 
ments of Goshen politicians, Civil Service 
Commissioner Greene was told of some un- 
usual things about the postoffice, some of 


them being that profanity was indulged in’ 


in the presence of ladies and children who 
came to the postoffice for mail, that baseball 
was played in the workroom, that the office 
never was open during the evenings, and 
that several clerks were incompetent to ful-

Milwaukee, Wis., Oct. 17.—[{Special.}]—In 
his annual report on life and casualty insur- 
ance in the state Insurance Commissioner 
Host attacks the deferred dividend polices of 
the old line companies. He says: 

‘* Let every state enact legislation compell- 
ing life insurance companies to make an 
essential distribution of their surplus annu- 
ally. This will do more to bring about rea! 
reform than anything else. There neces- 
sarily would follow economy in management 
in order to show good results to policy hold- 
ers and to enable the company to stay in the 
field of competition. 

“ The enormous salaries now paid to offi- 
cers should be reduced. The excessive com- 


dividend contracts will be reduced, and in- 
stead of receiving from 60 to 100 per cent of 
the first premium with liberal renewal com- 
missions agents will receive from 25 to 50 
per cent.”’

Urges Feminine Club Members to 
Write to President Roosevelt Ask- 
ing for Governmental Recognition 
of the Importance of Home Life— 
Address Given on Influence of 
Heredity—Banquet for Physicians.

Mrs. Blizabeth Boynton Harbert of Evans- 
ton thinks the clubwomen of America ought 
to Gemand a seat in President Roosevelt's 
cabinet. At a meeting of the Lake View 
Woman's club she was discussing “ The 
Child; What We Can Do for It,” when she 
stopped long enough to say: 

“ There ought to be a government depart- 

ment devoted to the child and the home. Do 
you know that the codfish is represented In 
the president's cabinet and that the Ameri- 
can boys and girls are not? Uncle Sam spent 
$50,000 last year studying the codfish; how 
much did he spend in studying children? 
_ “ A movement looking to the establishment 
of such a department has been 
started and has met with considerable favor 
in the national congress of mothers. Hivery 
mother and every clubwoman ought to sup- 
port it. Such a department could collect and 
distribute material from all over the world 
on child study, child labor, and the home. 

“ President Roosevelt seems to be so in- 
terested in the number of our children, sure- 
ly he cannot refuse to consider them after 
they are born. Send him a personal letter 
oe —e him to give us representation in his 
cabinet.’" 


“Chucking Under the Chin” Is 0. K. 


Then the speaker went on to discuss more 
tmmediate measures that might be taken for 
the child's sake. 

“We ought to bring more gayety into our 
homes,” she said “ Don’t let us get too 
clubbish and staid. Unbend a bit and hear 
your children laugh. 

“ Why. the other day,” she went. on, “I 
had a great Lig Northwestern university stu- 
Gent in my house, and he said te me: 
‘Mother Harbert, may I chuck you under the 
chin? It’s been a long time since I have 
had any one to chuck beneath the chin.’ 

“ Did I hesitate? Nota minute. ‘ Harry,’ 
I said, “ of course you can chuck me under- 
neath the chin.’ .That, to my mind, is the 
oni that is essential to the making of happy 

omes.”’ 


Talks to Women About Heredity. 


Casper L. Redfield addressed the Rogers 
Park Woman's club on “ Heredity.” 

“If you want to understand your son,”’ he 
said, “ just try to recall what his father was 
most interested in during the two or three 
years that preceded the boy’s arrival. If 
you want to understand your daughter, think 
of your own interests at that period. You 
can work it out with aknost mathematical 
exactness. 

“ For example, Napoleon Bonaparte, Alex- 
ander the Great, the duke of Wellington, and 
practically all the great commanders in his- 
tory, were born of young fathers; fathers 
who were betwéen 25 and 30, the aggressive 
and egotistical period of life. 

“ The supremely great artists, like Michael 
Angelo and Raphael, were born of fathers 
between 30 and 85, the romantic and artistic 
period of a man’s development. The great 
philosophers, like Moses, Confucius, and 
Aristotle,. were born of fathers who were 
over. 50 years old and had reached the medi- 
tative age.”’ 


Luncheon for Physicians. 


The Chicago Women’s Athletic club gave at 
its clubhouse, 150 Michigan avenue, the first 
of a series of luncheons which it will give this 
winter, fifty physicians to be Invited to each. 
Besides the doctors, about 200 members of the 
club attended the luncheon. The speakers 
were Dr. Hugo Preussing, physica! director 
of the club; Dr. Homer M. Thomas, Dr. W. A. 
Evans, Dr. Philip 8. Doane, Dr. Frank 
Carey, and Dr. George F. Sheara, The 
speakers were introduced by Mra. P. H. 
Lyon, president of the club. 

Dr. Preussing in a five minute talk told the 
advantages of the athletic club and the meth- 
ods of physical training. Dr. Thomas said: 
“The women’s club movement is growing. 
It is an excellent thing. Statistics will show 
that the best mothers and wives, the most 
highly educated women, are club members.”’ 

Dr. Carey. sald he did not believe in any 
kind of woman's clubs except athletic clubs. 

Dr. Evans tried In vain to get some of the 
speakers to devote his speech to the eccen- 
tricities of women’s dress, but the preference 
of the speakers was to speak about the 
‘smiling faces” before them and the hos- 
pitality of the athletio club.

Immigration Authorities Report to Chief 
Collins Traffic in Women Carried On 
Through Chicago. 


A traffic in American girls enlisted in Chi- 


| cago and other cities and shipped to China 


under false pretenses where they became 
slaves to wealthy Chinese is said to have 
been unearthed by immigration officials, who 
have communicated with Chief Collins. Two 
women in Chicago were named as having 
secured the girls in this vicinity and sent 
them to China. 

While doubtful of the authenticity of the 
information given him, Chief Collins yester- 
day summoned Mrs. L. Hayward, 498 North 
Clark street, to his office and questioned her 
regarding her connection with the conspir- 
acy, She déhied it and the police chief de- 
cided the evidence in his possession was in- 
sufficient to cause her arrest. 


“You had better get out of this town, any-

You can take this either 
as advice or warning.”’ 

The woman did not state her intention as 
she hurried from the office.

The morn- 
ing broke dark and wintry, but as the reg- 
iment marched into the field the sun shone 
arid all was blue and serene, The grand 
stands were filled with thousands of students 
and visitors, who cheered as the boys in blue 
marched by. Mr. Draper. Maj. Gen. Weston, 
and Lieut. Col. Julius Kline of the Illinois 
National guard sat in an automobile drawn 
up in front of the grand stand during the pre- 
Kiminary maneuvers, The sky was tinted 
with a smoke haze, and the choppy grass of 
the athletic fleld formed an ideal parade 
ground.

He was greeted with hearty applause, and 
at once informed those before him that Pres- 
ident James had sent him an invitation more 
to furnish friends with an opportunity of 
seeing a man frequently paragraphed than 
to gain any special information. 

“He wanted you people to get a glimpse 
of Jim Hamilton Lewis and told me he did 
not care what I said as long as I appeared 
before you,”’ explained the exquisitely ar- 
rayed orator. Mr. Lewis pleaded for more 
generous support for the university and col- 
lege, which, he said, must be depended upon 
to counteract in a large measure the tendency 
to official corruption and general betrayal 
of trust in high places. The speaker re- 
ferred to the wave of “graft” that has 
swept the nation, to the prostitution of their 
offices by senators and representatives, and 
to the peculations and mismanagement by 
responsible heads of our large corporations. 


Epigrams by L. Y. Sherman. 

Lieut. Gov. Lawrence Y. Sherman was the 
last speaker. The audience welcomed him in 
flattering style. He dealt largely with legis- 
lative errors of the past by whieh specia! 
school charters had been created and which 
permitted school districts to barter and sell 
valuable lands and possessions. Incidentally 
he uttered a few epigrams: 

‘It ig too much to expect of a legislator 
to reform once he has landed in his seat,” he 
exclaimed. ‘He, remember, is the product 
of politics that knows no heredity or environ- 
ment.” 

Speaking of the futility of many legislative 
enactments, he said that the state capito)] at 
Springfield “is a mausoleum of repealed 
statutes.”’ 

“ Specia} school charter laws were a col- 
lection of mistakes,’ he said, “ variegated 
by phosphorescent gleams of rascality.” 

He asserted that the school] system in Ili- 


nois ought to be a state system, marked by 
uniformity “ which cannot be as long as 
the specia] charters remain.” 

Just as the exercises in the armory were 
about to begin Speaker Joseph G. Cannon of 
the national house of representatives walked 
in. He is on the program, but he had not 
been expected. The regiment arose and 
saluted him, and amid great cheering he pro- 
ceeded to the platform and took charge of 
the ceremonies. 

Dr. Draper Speaks. 

Andrew 8S. Draper, LL. D., commissioner 
of education of New York, spoke on “ The 
University Presidency.’ He said: 

“There are at least four features which 


distinguish university work in America and 
exercise a decisive influence upon the form 
of government in American universities. 

“The first grows out of the universal de- | 
mocracy of the country and the common 
ambitiona of the people. Every one who 
shares in the spirit of the country wants to go 
to the top and continually hears that he may 
if he will seize his opportunities. 

“Then the common thought about liberal 
education has changed. It is no longer only | 
classical, culturing, disciplinary; it must 
prepare students not only for the multiplying 
professions but for the multiplying indus- 
tries. It trains one for work which may dls- 
tinguish him. Cultivated aimlessness is no 
longer the accepted ideal of American schol!- 
arship. Culture which is not the product of 
work, either mental or manual, with some 
definite point to it, is held to be at second 
hand, only skin deep, and not to be taken 
seriously. It must not be sald that mere 
strength and steadiness in holding down a 
job are the marks of an educated man. There 
must be native resourcefulness and versa- 
tility,-sound training and serious study, dis- 
crimination in means and methods, and ra- 
tional application to real things in life in 
ways that bring results of distinct worth -.o 
the world. 

“Again, university revenues come from 
men who have done things and want other 
things done. It is exclusively sq in the pri- 
vate institutions, and the people and their 
representatives who vote appropriations to 
the state universities have no other thought. 
While few are so short sighted as to be op- 
posed to a balanced and harmonious uni- 
versity evolution, still money is provided 
more freely for the kinds of instruction in 
which the providers are most inferested. 


Need Morals and Learning. 

“Yet again, the sentiment of this country 
does not agree, and douDtless never will 
agree, that American universities shall stand | 
for mere ‘ scholarship’ without reference to | 
character, or that boys shall be allowed to | 
go to the devil without hindrance‘for the 
lack of university leadership or to accom- 
modate administrative cowardice or con- | 
Students will have to be controlled 
and guided in this country, and American uni- 
versities will have to have leaders who are 
leaders of morals as well as of learning, and 
who will stir the common sense and use the | 
common sentiment through the authoritative 
word spoken in the crowd.

CUSTOMS MISS ROOSEVELT MUST 
PAY MAY BE RETURNED. 


Seeretary Shaw Suggests She Should 
Not Bear the Heavy Financial Bur- 
Gen Caused by Presents Her Po- 
sition as the -President’s Daughter 
Required Mer to Accept — Con 
Gress May Be Asked te Reimburse 
Her. 


" ‘Washirigton, D. 'e. Ook. 17.~[ Special. }— 
Secretary Shaw said today an offer will be 
made to the president to séek authority from 
congress to refund to Miss Alite’ Roosevelt 
whatever money may be collected from her 
in the way of duties whenshe returns. 

This course is prompted by what he consid- 
ers an injustice of the law in her special case. 
He points out that most of the presents were 
not only not solicited but she had ng desire to 
receive them. She was compelled to do so, 
however, or else offend those who offered 
them, and thus make enemies for her coun- 
try.

MRS. SCHANDEIN’S AGREEMENT 
IN WILL CONTEST. 


Mitwaukee Court Hears Testimony 
Concerning Understanding Be- 
tween Deceased Millionairess an@ 
Sen-in-Law by Which He Was toa 
Receive One-half of Increment of 
Vast Batate Now in Litigation 
Servant Tells of Family Rows. 


Milwaukee, Wis., Oct. 17.—{Special.]—The 
attempt by the son and a daughter of Mrs. 
Lizette Schandein to break their mother’s 
will, involving $8,000,000. today embraced 
the agreement between Mrs. Schandein and 
Jacob Heyl, her son-in-law. By this he re- 
éeived one-half the increment of the estate, 
and the contestants are trying to force the 
restitution of $1,460,000, which is claimed by 
Heyl by virtue of the eement. 

Prior to the time the agreement was made, 
Jan. 1, 1806, Hey! managed Mrs. Schandein's 
estate and received $100,0004@ year. In 1903 
the agreement was put in writing, a Buffalo 
law firm assisting. 

On the suit to recover money on the alleged 
a@greement stress was placed upon the con- 
tention that Mrs. Schandein was not a busi- 
ness woman, that she intrusted her affairs 
to Heyl, and that she decided upon the fig- 
ures given by him when the basis of the 
division was fixed. 

Examiner of Books on Stand. 

This was answered by Heyl and his at- 
torneys, who alleged that a disinterested 
person, Charles W. Suetterle, was called to 
examiné the books when the agreement was 
made in writing. 

Mr. Suetterle testified today that he was 
summoned to the Schandéein home at 10 
o’clock at night in February, 1903, by Mrs. 
Schandéin and was shown the books, Ad- 
mitting that he is not an expert bookkeeper, 


dein Sr. was $1,800,000, 
balance ein 1903 was $5,000,000. 

Where had been rumors to the effect that 
Mr. Heyl was stealing from Mrs. Schandein 
and was starving her, Mr. Suetterle said, 
When he showed the books Mr. Heyl claimed 
that he was proud of the showing and that 
it did not look as if Mrs. Schandein were 
starving. 

On cross examination Mr. Suetterle admit- 
ted that he obtained but little moré informa- 
tion from the books. 


“Fine Books,’’ Says Suetterle. 

“It was the finest set of books I ever saw,” 
he testified. “‘ The bindings were pretty.” 

Mr. Buetterle on different occasions sat 
up with Hey! until early in the morning. He 
denied that he Was a& boon companion, or 
that the morning sessions at the Schandein 
home had become a habit. 

Mr. Suetterle testified that Mrs. Schandein 
retained her physical and mental vigor, and 
ruled her own home.

More State Banks. 


While the national banks have decredsed in 
numbers, the state institutions have almost 
doubled. There are now thirty-eight banks, 
against twenty-one seven years ago, and of 
the thirty-eight but thirteen were in exist- 
ence in 1897. Seven have ceased to exist and 
one has been nationalized. The aggregate 
deposits of all state banks in 1897 was $86, - 
666,000, as compared to the $332,424,000 now 
held by these institutions. The banks stil] 
in existence show a gain in deposits of $194,- 
289,000, having increased from $72,724,000. 

The Western Trust and Savings bank, 
known then as the Western State bank, has 
the largest percentage growth, the figures 
being 1281.1, while the American Trust and 
Savings bank comes second with 509.

proved only too conclusively that many will 
not voluntarily do this. There ought, there- 
fore, to be regulations prescribing the quali- 
fications of chauffeurs and officials to en- 
foree compliance with them. The child 
thauffeur, the weak, hysterical. woman 
chauffeur, the incompetent or reckless man 
chauffeur, ought all to be driven off and 
kept off city streets. They are dangerous 
to themselves and a nuisance and a peril to 
others. 


THE COUNCIL’S TRACTION POLICY. 

The council has again proclaimed its dis- 
belief in the municipal ownership idea for 
the settlement. of the traction question. It 
. hag once more refused to direct the local 
transportation .committee to cease negotia- 
tlons contemplating the granting of a fran- 
chise to an existing traction company. 
Manifestly it is the opinion of a large major- 
ity of the aldermen that the miost feasible 
method of disposing of ‘a question which 
‘has tormented thé community so long is 
‘through a fair agreement with the existing 
companies, if itcan be had. Doubtless there 
are some aldermen among those who say 
publicly that they are for municipal owner- 
ship who privately hold it in great contempt 
and at heart agree with the majority of thei 
colleagues. : 

It is the settled policy of the council, 
which cannot be shaken by the mayor or by 
the hootings of packed galleries, to frame 
extension ordinances if the traction com- 
panies are amenable to reason and give the 
people an opportunity next April to vote 
on them. The people wil! then have before 
them not vague general propositions, as on 
previoug occasions, but definite,. compre- 
hensible measures, whose acceptance will 
settle the traction question. 

The belief is growing in the community 
that the pursuit of municipal ownership 
involves protracted litigation and continued 
bad service. The mayor has aided effective- 
ly in fostering the belief by pressing upon 
the council municipal ownership plans 
which were unpractical on their face, If 
the mayor will only persist in bringing for- 
ward impossible schemes he will continue to 
add to the number of converts from munic- 
ipal ownership. 

The council has again expressed its con- 
fidence in the local transportation commit- 
tee. It rests with the committee to proceed 
deliberately on the road by following which 
it believes the best results are to be secured 
for the community. Presumably a large 
majority of the aldermen will discover little 
to disapprove of in the measures the com- 
mittee will frame, but they should be ex- 
amined carefully and discussed thoroughly. 
Then the aldermen who favor the measures 
will be able to go before their constituents 
and explain intelligently to them why they 
should mark their ballots in the affirmative 
at the April election. The municipal own- 
erites will do all they can to poison the 
public mind against any drafts of ordi- 
nances that may be submitted. There will 
have to be a “campaign of education ” in 
order to thwart their designs. 

In the event of a popular vote for the 
ordinances, the next council would pass 
them without delay. If the mayor were to 
veto them they would be passed over his 
head by an almost unanimous vote. Then 
that old man of the sea—the traction ques- 
tion—would be thrown off the shoulders of 
the people for good. 


LOBBYING BY CLUB WOMEN. 

A strong element in the Illinois Federation 
of Women’s clubs wishes the convention at 
Joliet this week to put itself on record as op- 
posed to further lobbying by clubwomen 
at Springfield. 

Such action would be wise. The club 
women never have gained anything by their 
pilgrimages to the state capital for the 
purpose of influencing legislation. Their 
lobby pressed a. score of measures upon the 
attention of the last legislature. Its mem- 
bers consumed time which the people’s repre- 
sentatives might have better devoted to 
other purposes. They expended a great deal 
of energy. They ran up large hotel bills. 
All they got in return was the passage of 
one bill, and they wouldn’t have got that if 
they had not had male help. Statesmen 
promise club women anything and every- 
thing they ask. As soon as the women’s 
backs are turned they are ungallantly ridi- 
culed. The promises they receive are only 
made to be broken. 

Club women can accomplish more by indi- 
rect methods than by direct ones. If the 
measures they desire passed are worthy 
they can create public sentiment for them 
by advocating them from the platform and 
through the press, and the legislature will 
usually bow to public sentiment. They can 
influence: representatives and .senators 
through their wives and daughters if they 
use tact. If club women send a legislator's 
wife with a delegation to Springfield they 
are likely to defeat their own ends. The 
statesman probably will vote against a bill 
his wife publicly lobbies for if for no 
reason but that he does not want people to 
think he is under petticoat government. 
But if the club women can get the legis- 
lator’s wife or daughters to speak or write 
to him privately in behalf of their measure 
they will usually find him voting as they 
wish. 

The influence of women, to be effective, 
must be exerted with a due regard to mas- 
culine peculiarities. When women attempt 
publicly to argue or bnilly the average legis- 
lator into doing a thing, his natura! inclina- 
tion is to do the opposite. Club women may 
regard this as uniovely \but they must re- 
member it and act accordingly if the various 
reforms requiring legislation which they 
advocate are to be successful. 


THE CARNEGIE HERO AWARDS. 


infestigated by the Carnegie hero fund com- 
mission. Ten of these cases were found to 
he deserving of recognition. The others, 
presumably, were heroic only in the eyes of 
the immediate friends and relatives of the 
persons concerned. Nine of the ten selected 
for the commission’s honors had, at peril of 
their own lives, saved, or attempted tosave, 
lives from drowning. The tenth was a coa] 
miner, who saved a fellow workman from 
suffocation by mine gases. The details show 
that the commiesion rewarded only rea! 
heroes. | 

Two of the recognized heroes lost their 
lives through their acts. Oneof these was a 
man who left a wife and two children in 
destitute circumstances. Thé other was a 
woman, who is survived by a husband and 
four small children. In instances such as 
these the award of a meda! alone would be 
insufficient and unpractical recognition of 
heroism. In both instances the families 
were in poor circumstances, A medal, while 
satisfyiag to the person who is beyond want, 
is apt to be hollow mockery to a family de- 
prived of a supporter and left in want 
through the act that brings the reward. The 
commission awarded $1,000 to the families 
of the dead hero and heroine, besides the 
regular medal. In another instance, that of 


Some fifty cases of supposed heroism were | 


a 15 year old boy, it awarded the medal and 


$600 to be devoted to educational purposes. 
The first -two of these rewards will relieve 
actual want; the third will give a poor boy at 
least a common school education. This is 
practical recognition of heroic-conduct, the 
kind that counts, 

On the whole, the work of the commigeion, 
in carefully selecting the recipients of its 
honors and in using common sense in re- 
warding them, is to be commended. Fur- 
thermore, Andrew Carnegie’s work in pro- 
viding a hero fund merits nothing but praise. 
It is not to be presumed that a Carnegie 
fund, or any other means of recognition for 
heroism, will make heroes more plentiful, 
The hero is born, and any thought of reward 
for his act is foreign to him. But the work 
of rewarding heroism in a manner that the 
world must stop and notice cannot help but 
have good results. It will make the world 
a little better, a little less selfish, and a little 
more inclined tq extend the helping hand 
when the occasion calls for it.

ORD SPENCER'S death, which daily 
impends, will be a severe loss to the 
liberal party, from which, even if he 
recovers temporarily, he will disappear 
as an important factor. He was the 

one liberal statesman possessed of sufficient 
prestige and larity to admit of the 
various dissen t leaders of the liberal 
party serving under him as premier. 

Lord Rosebery, who would have hesitated 
to work under Sir Henry Campbell-Banner- 
man, would have consented to accept the 
seals of secretary of state for foreign affairs 
in an administration formed by Lord Spencer. 
And it would not have been the first instance 
of a former premier consenting to serve under 
a colleague who had previously been one of 
his own subordinates. 

Lord Spencer, moreover, since the death of 


the late Lord Kimberley, has been the leader 
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of the liberals in the house of lords, and 


possesses in a marked degree the intimate 
friendship of the king. He may be said to 
have known the latter from boyhood, for he 
was chief of the household to the late prince 
consort at the time of his death, and for more 
than a quarter of a century groom of the 
stole, that is to say, the principal dignitary 
of the court of the king prior to his accession. 

Lord Spencer’s heir is his half-brother, the 
Rt. Hon. Robert Spencer, M. P., married toa 
sister of Lord Revelstoke, and of Cecil and 
Hugo Baring, the latter of whom, with his 
wife, Lady Evelyn Baring, makes his home in 
New York. He is known as “ Bobby” 
Spencer, and used to be famed as the most 
exquisitely dressed man tn the house of com- 
mons, which led his fellow legislators to 
break into a peal of laughter when on one 
occasion he began a speech in parllament 
with the words: “‘I am not an agricultural] 
laborer."’

Like his half-brother, the earl, he is a man 
of chivalrous instincts, and of a sense of 
honor unfortunately rare in these modern 
days. For, on the occasion of the troubles 
of the great banking house of Baring, some 
fifteen years ago, he, although possessed of 
no fortune of hfS own, voluntarily came to 
the rescue of his father-in-law, the late Lord 
Revelstoke, and of the other Baring relatives 
of his wife, by surrendering to them her 
dowry. 

It was by sacrifices of this kind that the 
house of Baring was able to weather the 
storm, and now that it is once more on the 
high tide of prosperity, the money thus sur- 
rendered by Bobby Spencer has been restored 
to him, But at the time when he turned it 
over to the committee of liquidation, formed 
by the leading bankers of London, it seemed 
doubtful whether he would ever see a penny 
of it again, and even its temporary loss was 
a cause of serious financial embarrassment to 
hia wife and himself. 

Like his brother, he is descended from the 
first duke of Marlborough. The latter, it may 
be remembered, died without male issue, 
being succeeded by his eldest daughter, Hen- 
rietta, duchess of Marlborough in her own 
right, and wife of the Earl Godolphin. This 
Guchese died witheut leaving any children 
and was succeeded as third holder of the 
dukedom by her nephew, Charles Spencer, 
eldest son of her younger sister, Anne 
Spencer, countess of Sunderland. 

Anne’s younger son, Jack Spencer, was a 
particular favorite and principal heir of his 
universally dreade@ grandmother, Sarah, 
first duchess of Marlborough, who used to 
subject poor Queen Anne to such terrible 
tyranny.

True, Jack suffered a temporary eclipse 
in her affections, having incurred her wrath 
by a bon mot made on the occasion of one of 
the great dinners which she was in the habit 
of giving each year on her birthday to her 
numerous descendants. She had compared 
herself while at table to “a great tree, of 
which she was the root, with all her branches 
flourishing around her.’” Whereupon her 
hopeful grandson remarked, loud enough for 
her to hear, that “‘the branches would 
flourish a damned sight more if the root was 
underground.” However, the duchess event- 
ually not only forgave hfm but likewise se- 
cured for him the earldom of Spencer, and it 
is from him that the present earl of Spencer 
is lineally descended. 

Of course, the Spencers can trace their 
ancestry a good deal farther back than the 
first duke of Marlborough. Indeed, Althorp, 
the country seat and ancestral home of the 
earls of Spencer, was already in possession of 
the Spencer family prior to the reign of King 
Henry VIIL, and among the members of this 
house was Edmund Spenser, the poet and 
author of “ The Faerie Queene,’’ who died 
from starvation on his return from Ireland, 
but who lies buried in Westminster Abbey. 
In fact, many of the poems of Edmund 
Spenser are dedicated to the daughter of 
Sir John Spencer, the then master of Althorp, 
stress being laid in the verses upon the kin- 
ship which existed between the writer and 
the young girl.

Lord Spencer, who publicly championed the 
cause of cock fighting, and who for more than 
forty years was master of the world famed 
Pytchley hunt, is absent minded, and on 
one memorable occasion appeared at Marl- 
borough house, to attend a dinner given by 
the then prince of Wales, without either 
Star or Ribbon of the Garter. Now, Edward 
VII. is known to bea great stickler in mat- 
ters of this kind, and as soon as Lord 
Spencer’s attention had been called by one of 
his fellow guests to the omission a servant 
was hastily sent off to Carlton House terrace, 
close by, in order to borrow the insignia of 
Lord Granville, who was at the time the 
liberal leader. But the servant dispatched 
on this mission happened to be an intimate 
friend of the late Lord Salisbury’s valet, and 
so flew to himand borrowed the Star and Rib- 
bon of the marquis, which Lord Spencer 
slipped on during the course of the dinner, his 
fellow guests managing to screen him from 
observation during the process. No one was 
more amused afterwards than King Edward 
himself, when he learned what had taken 
place, and of the fact that Lord Spencer, one 
of the liberal leaders, had been disporting 
himself throughout the evening at Marl- 
borough house in the insignia of the Garter 
belonging to the then Tory premier. 

Lord Spencer used to be known by the name 
of the ‘‘ red earl,”’ owing to the pecullar hue 
formerly enjoyed by his long, bushy beard, 
which during the last ten years has become 
almost entirely white. He was twice lord 
lieutenant of-the Emerald isle, and while 
during one of these terms of office as such, he 
was identified with the coercion policy of the 
liberal government, being viceroy, indeed, at 
the time: of the murder of Lord Cavendish, 
yet he subsequently, like his political chief, 
Mr. Gladstone, became a convert to home 
rule and joined the grand 6ldé man in the most 
loyal fashion in his futile efforts to secure 
autonomy for Ireland, 
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There seems to be some mystery in connec- 
tion with the identity of the young fellow who 
has just been sentenced to prison in London 
on a charge of having obtained goods from 
tradespeople by representing himself to be 
‘Sir Francis Burdeit,’” a kinsman of the 
multimillionaire, Lady Burdett-Coutts. The 
real Sir Francis Burdett is a rich officer of 
the Seventeenth Laheers, who, after dis- 
tinguishing himself in the war in South 
Africa, is now serving on the staff of the 
governor of Ceylon. 

But there is another baronet of the same 
name and origin, Sir Charles Burdett. The 
latter, when last heard of, twoor three years 
ago, was penniless and dependent upon pub- 
lic and private charity in New Zealand. His 
father, the late Sir Charles Wentworth Bur- 
dett, after coming to grief in England, and 
being compelled to leave the army, made his 
way out to the antipodes and died about ten 
years ago, in the penitentiary at Auckland, 
New Zealand, while serving a twelve months’ 
sentence for theft. — 

Auckland was not the only prison with the 
interior of which he was acquainted. 
prior to his departure from England he had 
repeatedly been charged with drunk and dis- 
orderly conduct, and with mendicancy; while 
in the antipodes he lived the life of a vagrant 
and a tramp, 
sistence when out of jail by stripping bark 
from ,trees, cooking. for bushmen, and doing 
odd jobs about squatters’ stations. 

Both the present Sir Charles Burdett and 
Sir Francis Burdett are descended, like the 
Baroness Burdett-Coutts, from Americus de 
Burdett, who lived in the reign of King Henry 
Ill. The Burdetts are entitle@ to quarter the 
royal arms of England and of France by 
descent from Thomas Plantagenet, youngest 
son of King Edward IIIL., and from Eleanor, 
daughter of the king of Castile and wife of 
King Edward I.

Wiser Democrats Begin to Realize

Washington, D. C., Oct. 17.—[Special.]— 
The campaign in Maryland becomes more 
interesting every day. It is, of course, far 
more than the ordinary squabble over office. 
The rea) issue is one of principle, and of a 
principle which, if adopted by the people, will 
change the whole political situation and usher 
in ap entirely new dispensation. 

Only a few of the wiser democrats really 
understand the ultimate possibilities. The 
rank and file regard the proposed constitu- 
tional amendment as nothing more than an 
agency for the final and complete elimination 
of a certain number of republican votes. 
Those who look ahead seein it the entering 
wedge that may split the existing situation 
and lead to an entirely new arrangement, 
Among these no one realizes more clearly 
than Mr, Gorman does the facts and promises 
involved. He fully understands the republic- 
an tendencies of the commercial and manu- 
facturing classes who wield so great an in- 
fluence in Maryland affairs. 

It ie true, indeed, that he himself is not in 
sympathy with the free trade, free silver, 
and socialistic tendencies of a large section 
of his party.

Furthermore, Mr. Gorman does not blind 
himself to the logic of a readjustment which 
will take the elective franchise from the igno- 
rant, corrupt, and irresponsible. He knows 
perfectly well that there are thousands of 
voters in his state now acting with the dem- 
ocrats who believe in high protection, expan- 
sion, and many other distinctly republican 
ideas. He sees with clear vision that an 
elimination of the negro vote and the removal 
of the domestic menace involved in existing 
conditions will free these thousands from 
their democratic bonds and enable them to 


vote according to their economic interests 


and convictions. 

There is a strong republican party in Mary- 
land with a nucleus of unassailable respect- 
ability and worth. To this standard, once it 
were divested of the peril of a corrupt 
electorate, would rally the vast number of 
citizens who have held by the democracy 
through sentiment of a purely personal 
nature.

A more beautiful spectacle than “ Humpty- 
Dumpty,’’ now at the Auditorium, is not to 
be found on the American stage today, Not 
only is it exquisite in coloring, admirable in 
comedy, and attractive in music, but the vast 
spaces and unbounded resources of the Audil- 
torlum stage make possible pictorial effects 
which are unobtainable in any other play- 
house in Chicago, andin all save a few the- 
aters In the entire country. The stage pic- 
tures take on a spaciousness and depth which 
are not to be found elsewhere. And this spa- 
clousness of both the stage and the audience 
room lené to the performance a suggestion of 
remoteness which, while it In nowise inter- 
feres with complete enjoyment, both as re- 
gards hearing and seeing, still lends all that 
happens on the stage an illusion of unreality, 
fairy like delicacy which is undeniably effec- 
tive and valuable. 

The pictures are of surpassing beauty, and 
they change and melt one into the other 
until the magic supposedly ccntained in Har- 
lequin’s wand seems a reality, and constant- 
ly employed. There are eleven scenes in 
the three acts and certain of these are among 
the most beautiful ever shown on a Chicago 
stage.

This 
wonderful display would alone make the 
present ‘“‘ Humpty-Dumpty ” exceptional] and 
worth the seeing. But all else is on a simi- 
larly lavish and beautiful scale and the eye 
is feasted until it grows weary.

Here fs the 
only step backward to be met with in the 
steady progrese of modifying the rules of 
war. It is to be hoped that the coming con- 
ference will stamp this treachery as contrary 
tO the rules of war, and thus return to the 


ancient and more chivalrous idea of attack 
only after notice.”

WILL BE TO THE FINISH. 
Chicagoan, Who with Louis Cella Has 

Parchased Stock in Crescent City 
Jockey Club Which Will Give Them 
Controlling Interest, Declares Bat- 
tle Against the American Turf As- 
sociation Will Be Mere Fiercely 

Waged This Winter than Last. 


The anticipated turf war between the Cres- 
‘cent Clty and the City park tracks in New 
Orleans, backed respectively by the West- 
ern Jockey club and the American Turf asso- 
ciation, will be a fight to a finish, according 
to John Condon, who, with Louis A. Cella, 
has purchased a half interest in the Crescent 
‘City Jockey club, which, with their pledged 
‘interests, gives them the controlling power. 

The City park track is controlled by Ed- 
ward Corrigan, and as the two turf organ- 
izations will not divide.dates, a battle such 
as -was waged-last winter hardly can be 
avoided. The war last winter in New Or- 
leans resulted in financial loss to both tracks, 
as their gates were free to the public. The 
coming battle is expected to be more flercely 
contested, and with the extra sinews of 
war which Condon and Cella will toss into 
the fight the Corrigan forces will have a 
hard row to hoe. Speaking of his purchase 
and the coming war yesterday Condon said: 

“Cella and I bought the stock because 
we knew it was a good piece of racing prop- 
erty; besides, we, as members of the West- 
ern Jockey club, were desirous of giving the 
horsemen ‘who remained true to our organ- 
ization a meeting which would compare, as 
nearly as possible, with those at Harlem. 
Martir® Nathanson, secretary of the Harlem 
Jockey club, will officiate in the same ca- 
pacity for the Crescent City Jockey club, 
and,as he has met great success in New 
York securing horses for the meeting, we 
were Bound to give .him all the assistance 
possible by purchasing an interest. 

. Plan Fight to the Finish. 

* Regarding the fight; which cannot be 
avoided, I will <1y it will be to a finish, and 
I believe we hc-u the winning hand. I have 
‘no fear of the result. I had no idea of In- 
teresting myself in“New Orleans, but a few 
weeks ago a proposition was made to Cella 
and myself. We looked it over, concluded 
it was a good investment, and purchased 50 
per cent of the stock with 10 per cent more 
pledged, so that if necessary we could con- 
trol it for the Western Jockey club. George 
Cc. Bennett of Memphis, Bud Renaud, C. 8. 
Bush, Barker Harrison, and Mr. Brewster, 
all of New Orleans, each owns ten per cent, 
and the stock owned by one of these men 
has been pledged to us. We will open the 
Bates on Thanksgfving day, race until weil 
into the spring, and will show no quarter 
to the epposition. 

Condon Secures an Option.

The train is the finest that ever pulled into 
the union station. Every convenience and 
luxury that can be obtained in a first class 
hotel is to be had by the occupants of this 
train. Each car is equipped with a tele- 
phone for intercommunication, and the train 
is also wired, so that as soon as it comes toa 
habit in a city it can be connected with the 
local and long distance service, and tne 
president and other officials can talk directly 
with the general offices in New York without 

e satt had not been in Chi 
before for several years. His arrival was 
ultheralded, except to a few officials of the 


operating department, who said he was here ‘ 


smply for the purpose of looking over the 
terminals. In this connection the report that 
the Pennsylvania is about to build a new 
union station in place of the old structure at 
Adams and Canal streets was revived. Mr. 
Cassatt’s visit may hasten the event, which 
is bound to come some day, but the officials 
of the road declare that as yet they cannot 
announce any such intention. 


More Talk of Burlington Change. 

Officials of the Burlington stili deny that 
J. J. Hill has purchased control of the Chi- 
cago Terminal Transfer company, and that 
the Burlington will use the Grand Central 
station at Harris6én and Fifth avenue, but 
these denials are not taken seriously by rai}- 
road men who are in a pesition to know. 
Darius Miller has stated that the Burlington 
ig so tied up with its lease of the Union sta- 
tion that it cannot break away, but it has 
been intimated by other sources that the 
Pennsylvania is willing to cancel the Burling- 
ton’s lease, so that some of the congestion at 
the Union station may be relieved. 

President Cassatt made a cursory exami- 
nation of the Union station, which, however. 
was quite enough to prove the inadequacy 
of the accommodations there. 


Mentor Wreck Claims Paid. 


The claim department of the Lake Shore 
has just completed, paying the damage 
claims arising out of the Mentor wreck of 
the eighteer hour train. As the train was 
patronized by people whose means permit 
them to have almost every luxury, theclaims 
for loss of baggage were startling in size. On 
the train were several women, wives of 
prominent Chicagoans, and their baggage 
was extensive. The claim department did 
not know what to do with some of the enor- 
mous claims. In the case of a death the 
road would have been compelled to pay $10,- 
000 in IMinois, but there were claims put in 
for loss of property for nearly as much as 
the death loss would have been. 

After a consultation the executive officials 
of the road instructed the claim department 
to pay all claims without question. The offi- 
clals took the stand that !t would be heap- 
ing fuel on the fire of adverse comment to 
oppose the claims, considering the standing 
of the passengers and the harm which their 
criticism might do. The baggage claims 
amounted to nearly $50,000, and among the 
largest which were paid was one of $7,000 
to Mrs. Samuel Insull for the loss of her 
nine trunks. Another large claim was paid 
to Mrs. Levy Mayer; it was said to be almost 
$3,000. Mrs. Insull explained her large claim 
by saying that she was on her way to Eu- 
répe to spend the summer, and that in the 
nine trunks she was taking were many 
housekeeping utensils as well as clothes. 


Illinois Central Meeting. 


A meeting of 200 stockholders of high and 
low degrees of the Illinois Central railroad 
will be held today in the big shareholders’ 
room of Central station. All of the stock- 
holders will come to the city on passes fur- 
inshed by the company. President Fish will 
preside. It is expected that Cornelius Van- 
derbilt, John Jacob Astor, and others will 
attend the meeting. Mr. Harriman, who is 
en route from the orient, will not be present. 
The Illinois Central did an unusually pros- 
perous business up to the time the yellow 
fever struck New Orleans. The plague in- 
terfered seriously with the company’s busi- 
ness, but this will not show in the report to 
be read today, which will be for the year 
ended on June 30 last. 


Traffic Manager Resigns. 

W. D. Holliday, traffic manager of the Wa- 
bash lines east of Toledo, and also traffic 
director of the Wabash-Pittsburg terminal 
lines, has resigned,.after a service of ten 
years. Mr. Holliday ts a relative of Josepb 
Ramsey Jr., late president of the Wabash, 
and has worked with him for the Jast twen- 
ty-five years. 


Close of Contempt Arguments. 

Attorneys Levy Mayer and Amos Marsten 
finished their arguments before Judge Landis 
in the contempt case of Frank J. Reich- 
mann, an officer of the Street’s Stable Car 
company, and the court took the matter 
under advisement. A rule of contempt is 
asked against Reichmann for not answering 
certain questions relative to rebates put to 
him by the interstate commerce commission 
last spring. 

California Limited to Run Daily. 

The Santa Fé announces that daily service 
of the California limited for the eleventh 
season will be resumed on Sunday, Nov, 12, 
between Chicago, Los Angeles, San Diego, 
and San Francisco. This train now runs 
semi-weekly. It will probably leave Chicago 
at 8:45 p. m., arriving at Los Angeles at 2:15 
p. m. and San Francisco at 10:55 p. m. the 
third day out, which will make the actual 
running time, Chicago to southern California, 
sixty-seven and a half hours, being one and 
one-quarter hours quicker than the west 
bound journey is now made.
